1. (Currently Amended) A security management device including: 

a security detection unit detecting a security level of a user apparatus , based upon a 
record of updating a virus definition file of the user apparatus : 

a judging unit judging by compar i ng whether the security level of the user apparatus 
reacheswith a predetermined security level: and 

an access control unit, in case the judging unit judges that-the security level of the user 
apparatus does not reach the predetermined security level, restricting an access permission 
range on a network by the user of th e apparatus. 

2. (Currently Amended) A security management device according to Claim 1 , 
wherein the access control unit, in case the judging unit judges that the security level of the user 
apparatus reaches the predetermined level, sets a range wider than the restriction range as the 
access permission range of the user apparatus. 

3. (Currently Amended) A security management device according to Claim 1 , 
wherein the access control unit has a function of so l oct i ng controlling a communication route of 
the user apparatus and, in case the judging unit judges that the security level of the user 
apparatus does not reach the predetermined level, chang e s controls a communication 
destination of the user apparatus to a specified device in the restriction range on the network . 

4. (Currently Amended) A security management device according to Claim 3, 
wherein the specified device controls updating the virus definition file of the user apparatus- sete 
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th e s e cur i ty le v el of th e apparatus or prov i d e s a s e tt i ng gu i d e to th e apparatus . 

5. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A socur i tv manaaomont method b^HA4ti€t ^of managing 
computer securitv comprising a comput e r e x e cut e s th e st e ps of : 

detecting a security level of a user apparatus , based upon a record of updating a virus 
definition file of the user apparatus : 

judging by compar i nq whether the security level of the user apparatus witi^reaches a 
predetermined securitv level: and 

in the-case of judging that-the security level of the user apparatus does not reach the 
predetermined securitv level, restricting an access permission range on a network of the user 
apparatus. 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A security management method according to Claim 5, 
i nc l ud i ng a st e p of. i n th e wherein in case of judging ttewhe security level of the user apparatus 
reaches the predetermined level, setting a range wider than the resthction range as the access 
permission range of the user apparatus. 

7. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A security management method according to Claim 5, 
wherein in case th e st e p j udg e s tha t of judging the security level of the user apparatus does not 
reach the predetermined level, i n th e st e p of the restricting oLthe access permission range of the 
apparatus. user apparatus comprises changing a communication destination of the user 
apparatus i s chang e d to a specified device on the network . 

8. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A security management method according to Claim 7, 
wherein the specified device s e ts th e s e cur i ty le v el of th e apparatus or prov i d e s a s e tt i ng gu i d e 
to th e apparatus controls updating the virus definition file of the user apparatus . 

9. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A recording medium recorded with a security 
management program for making a computer execute st e p of : 

detecting a security level of a user apparatus , based upon a record of updating a virus 

definition file of the user apparatus : 

judging by comparinq w hether the security level of the user apparatus withreaches a 
predetermined securitv level: and 
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in the-case of judging that-tlie security level of the user apparatus does not reach the 
predetermined security level, restricting an access permission range on a network of the user 
apparatus. 

10. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A recording medium recorded with a security 
management program according to Claim 9, i nc l ud i ng a st e p of. i n th e wherein in case of judging 
that-the security level of the user apparatus reaches the predetermined security level, setting a 
range wider than the restriction range as the access permission range of the user apparatus. 



11. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A recording medium recorded with a security 
management program according to Claim 9, wlnerein in case th e st e p j udg e s that of judqinq the 
security level of the user apparatus does not reacin the predetermined security level, i n th e st e p 
Q^the restrictinq of.the access permission range of the apparatus. user apparatus comprises 
chanqinq a communication destination of the user apparatus i s chang e d to a specified device on 
the network . 



12. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A recording medium recorded with a security 
management program according to Claim 11 , wherein the specified device controls updating the 
virus definition file of the user apparatus^ 
s e tt i ng gu i d e to th e apparatus . 



13. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A security management system 
Comprising: 

by conn e ct i ng a security management device, aan apparatus for a user and a security 
setting guide device in communication via a network, i nc l ud i ng: 
wherein the security management device comprises: 

a security detection unit detecting a security level of a user apparatus , based 
upon a record of updating a virus definition file of the user apparatus : 

a judging unit judging by compar i ng w hether the security level of the user 
apparatus withreaches a predetermined security level: and 

an access control unit, in case the judging unit judges that^the security level of the 
user apparatus does not reach the predetermined security level, restricting an access 
permission range on a network by the user of th e apparatus. 
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14. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A security management system according to Claim 
13, wherein the access control unit, in case the judging unit judges that-the security level of the 
user apparatus does not reach the predetermined security level, connects te s-the user 
apparatus conn e ct e d to the security setting guide device. 

1 5. (NEW) A security management device including: 
a controller 

determining a security level of a user terminal upon a network access for the user 
terminal, based upon one or more of security information updating history of the user apparatus, 
port access information of the user terminal, or programs and/or scripts downloaded and/or 
executable at the user terminal, and 

ensuring a predetermined security level on the network, according to the 
determined security level of the user terminal. 

1 6. (NEW) The security management device of claim 1 5, wherein the security 
information comprises a virus definition file and the security information updating history of the 
user terminal comprises an access pattern to a security information server for updating the 
security information and/or an access history to the security information server for updating the 
security information. 

1 7. (NEW) The security management device of claim 1 5, wherein the ensuring of the 
predetermined security level on the network comprises guiding the user terminal to meet the 
predetermined security level. 

1 8. (NEW) The security management device of claim 1 5, wherein the ensuring of the 
predetermined security level on the network comprises if the security level of the user terminal 
does not reach the predetermined security level, restricting an access permission range on the 
network of the user terminal. 
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
